Ida thought that this was a 
braocb of industry tbut ought to ba en- 
couraged. Wb bad very rich quartz veins 
In this eonnlry, and most of thosu eogagod 
m profpecling them twere very poor men. 
wiio would be encouraged by tba oiler ot 
this preiiiiuMi From the best inforniatiou 
lie could obtain, the cost of a mill of that 
descriptiun would be $'30000, aLd the 
premioin would be of 6''^'^ assistance to 
niBD of small means, who rh!);ht succeed in 
pulling it up. llo would like lo pbu this 
iiiiportuul iuleiest loalered, niid hoped by the 
liuiu the inouey niiylil bo tiqiiired lliu Go-

Hon Birch, in reply to Hon Walkem, said tbe 
premium for Cariboo was not in existence. 

Hun Walkem would then see no harm in 
voting in tbe affirmative.

In tbe Black- 
fuot mines, which were only of recent discov- 
ery, twelve qaartz mills had already been 
erected, although tbey could not find employ- 
ment for them and iliey ba.d to bo removed. 
The cost of a mill could not be less tbau Iram 
S'-o.OOO to 53U.000, but ouce up and payiiif; 
it wo ild be a general beni fit tu the country ; 
the premium might be tbe means of stimulat- 
ing per 1003 lo enter on the undertakinp;. 

Hun .Mr DeCosmos saw no barm and a crcat 
deal ot ftood as likely to flow from ibe offer of 
a premium. He bad seen, and no doubt the 
boo Gomuis^iooer for tbe district and others 
bad also seenspecimeos uf gold-bearing quanz 
Irora the Columbia dislrii-t of a very rich

Hon Hircli could not ii;:roc as to there being 
no baiin iu tbe propuaiiiou. We were, no 
doubt, entering upon a quartz era ; but lasi 
year, because a premium was offered in Cari- 
boo, SUuswap thought ii a hardship ; and then 
It would be said, wny noi extend it to Canyon 
Creek or elsewhere where rich fields of quartz 
were known to exist ? Wben he was on tbe 
creek Americans laughed at the sum offered by 
Uovernmeot. Tho only elf ct would be a dozen 
ietiers each claiming tbe right to the premium. 

Hun Helmcken wantid to know where the 
money was to coine Irom, and wliat was the 
use ol pulling Ibe amount down ? They would 
vule money enough lor iweniy mills if tbey 
could bo told whire it was tu come Iroiu. 

Hon Smith sa d ihe maiter would be lelt in 
tho bauds of the lixeeulivu. They might not 
have the muney now, but be hoped tbey soon 
would have. There was no qaesliOD that the 
premiums would stimulate prospectors, and 
would be a great benefit lo poor meo. 

Hon 'I'ruich, ..part t-oin ibi; grave consider- 
anon of liniince, ibougbt SSU'JU would be but 
.1 s:iiii!l ii'dticemt-nt lu [i.iria-s lo ereel a mill. 
U'bi-u Ihey had come lo ibe eoncliisiun that a 
unll wouUl pay Ihey would not he inlluenccd 
une wav or Ihe nlher by ihat suui, nnil wonUl 
never aliempt it uuU ss ihey ivre sutistied firsl 
ihal the quurlz was there, and, secindly, thai 
it would pay them to crasb it. lo fact, if ii 
was BO doubtful ibat Ibe prospect ol $S00u 
uuuld influence thrm, tbey ungbt not to nt- 
ituipt it, and tbe Legislature ought ooi wish 
them to do so. That was the experience of 
ilie past two years ; no per.-ons hud availed 
theuiselves ot tli<; pieminin oll'eri-d, not Ici-ling 
ShlliL ivnily sali^lil•d tbut ill" undertaking would 
pay.

Hon DeCcisinos said it would, moreover, af.- 
funl iliein uumu securil'y upon which tt obtain 
cii'dii. Tbe premium vrould do good in calling 
a U'uiioD to our quartz deposits if nothing 

else. 

Hon O'Reilly said hat nl'boufrti tho C<;!ony 
was now poor he believed in ils Inline weallh, 
and considered that this inouey would be very 
well spent. Promising (|uari/. reefs had been 
discovered, which tor want of a crushing mill 
bad gone unnoticed. Had tbey been tested 
and their soppoted richness levolopQd,it W3uld 
have brought a largo population into the 
coun'ry (hear, hoar), whereas we were os 
lyuoriuit to-day ol our quartz wealvb ns we 
were three years ago. lie was aware tlmt rich 
.specimens had bei-n sent down fr(im bis dis- 
iriets to .Sail Francuseo lo lie tested, with wiml 
result he hud not yet learned. Tbo resolution 
uiighl be amended so as to secure oiio quartz 
mill 111 tho Colony. 

Hon Birch replied that this nipuld bo simply 
gIvioE away tbe raoaey, because they knuw 
almosl for a certaioty that there woold bo a 
mill erected la tbo northern part of the 
Colony. , , . ■ r 

Hon Smith objected fo its being extended to 
other distiicla. 

Hon (Jri'iiae sugge.nrd the iii-iiTliou of some 
words in the notice re'serving tliu privilege of 
pnymciit uulil iho country was i.i a position 
lo all'oril it. 

Hon llobson was sorry to hear tho learned 
Attorney (leiieral proposing to advertise to tbe 
world tho poverty of tho Color.). Tho pro- 
posed premiuro would bo more a benefit in 
namo ibnu In reality. It would serve to show 
tho confidence of tho Oovernmeut In our niiu- 
eral wealth, and ho himself believed lliat the 
(!i)loiiy was on tho threshold of a quartz era 
that would lead to prosperity and glory. He 
was disposeil to make tbe premium payable in 
any mining distiicL. The largo sum required 
lor such a mill might render tho Goveriiuieut 
safe, but tberu was a certain iininunt of risk 
involved in these undeitnkiiictB nnd tho prun- 
ium would have a decided influence on waver- 
ing parties.

Hon Ooz eald that there were twelve dlsttnet 
qnartz ledges in tho Cariboo district, including 
tJanyqa Creek, wblcb were laid over as there 
were no mills for testing them. Specimens 
had been !?ent down with no reply, and it tho 
reply was known ho would have no faith in it. 
Ho thought tbe probability was that there 
would bu a mill erected this year. If any 
preuiium ivas to be offered it ought to be given 
to Cariboo, where the ledges were well known 
to be rich. Ue considered, boweyor, that it 
would bu much better to offer 'tf sinatl sum for 
a test mill.

Hun Wood threw out some suggestions about 
the necessity of amending tbe law relating to 
juni ping claims for noa-oertlfloate and non- 
registration. He thought it do iniquitous pro^ 
vision that enabjed men without any merit ol 
their own to jump a claim worth perhaps 
.S'.iO, 000 because the owner bad neglected to 
register or take out a certificate. Tbe staple 
Di-oduction of tho colony ought to be [)rotfCted. 
The insecurity of mining, the didiculties ol 
milling in this country, and tbu tricks and dis. 
iidvantnges under which miners labored, had 
beyond a shadow of doubt driven away capital, 
lu lieu of loss of property iu tbe cases be bad 
alluded ti) he would suggest n penally on the 
same principle as lor improperly stamping a 
deed. Then thera was- the 'boundaries quesi 
lion, which had given rise to such end'ess and 
expenbive litigation. This might be simplified 
by application to the Gold Commissioner to 
settle a boundary dispute before litigation, who 
would make it a matter of record. 

Afler a lew remarks from liic Hons Walkem 
and O'Reilly, the subject dropped.

Hon Macdona'd movtd " That in tho 
opinion of Ibis U^uooil tbe Common Schoul 
system at present in force in Vancouver 
Island is a great boon to a large number of 
the inhabitbnis, and ought to be maintained, 
nspecially in sncli parts of the Colony in 
which tho population may bo conrcnlruted '•" 
The mover said Ihat io view of our proxi- 
mity to u liberal country, all meawires 
tending to induce families and people to 
con-.o to this country should bo of a most 
liberal nature. 'I'ho Governor though exo 
pressing hia own view/» on Ihe subject, had 
lelt il to the Council to duierinino the eystein 
of education that should bo adopted in Iho 
Colony, while himaelf favoring a dcnomina- 
ilonal ayftem. .^As, for, tbe opinion of his 
predeceiseor on ' the 'subject it was not worth 
much. The syatem bad worked well, and 
been of great benefit lo Ibo Iiland, it wus 
only a quostinn ol expanse, and bo denied 
the nsaeriioo made by Hon Young that »ho 
wholo e&peneu fell on the revenue of ibo 
Colony. The school books were paid for by 
the parents ;of the children As to the 
remark thai bb man with proper self rospooi 
would like to see his children educated at 
die txpoiiso ol the Stato, ho entirely dis- 
agreed ; Ibcro were many poor men who 
could not ulfurd to send their children to a 
private school who would only bo too glad 
to ioo them broagbt up ai the State expense. 
Ihu ioainuatinns of Ooveroor Kennedy 
ugainst tho Board of Education were too 
contemptible to notice. There were meo in 
that board who possessed as moch saneo of 
honor, who kneif the r«nnirameDts, and had 



the interrslB oi the coontiy more at heart 
than he hadi fie would pass over tbe olbf r 
portion of the me^engc about Jews, OaiholicH 
CalvinislR, etc., that being a subject wUh 
which ho liud notbint! to co, but lie would 
ask lor u couluiualioQ ol thu Byslem llial had 
proved such a bletsing, and Fuited the re- 
qairements of Ibe Island so well, nnd that 
those hon gentlemeo who hud any doubt on 
the subject should give it in favor of thu 
resolution and voto Icr it.

more about il He (Mr K) was not in lavor 
of an absolute Iree sysiem, but of parents us 
a.nsistiog the Slate. Tho best system extant, I.e 
believed, was that adopted io his native land 
Canada, after trying many others ; aod in the 
case ol Ibis Colony he should prclcr set ing 
tbe Government give u certain appropriati'm 
and the remainder raised either by f-cliool rule 
or partly by a tuition lee. Tho Free Si;liotil 
system whs most pluusible in tho abstiaci, 
but 'it would be w ear to proflt by the ex- 
perience of olhere, and to adopt a modified 
sytlem which would be neitner cupporicd by 
tho State nor bu self supporting. Let ihe 
Governmanl help those who help ihemseives 
and extend a viry liberal ejglcm, which 
fhould nol be absolutely free, but nliuw 
parents to pay say u tuition fee nl Gfiy cents a 
month per head. This fee would be u re- 
mioder to pareots that they were paying for 
the education of their cbildrcD, and would 
induce them to send lb' ni moro regularly to 
schoul. He did nut see why such a ejstem 
could not woik equally well ou both sides ol 
the K cky Moueiaios. 

lion ilelmckon said he was not now going 
to decide wbeiiier iho Island system wus ikc 
best for tcaetiing the yoang idea how to 
shoot, or enuouruging families, but they were 
asked to leave the Hystenis adopted on the 
Island and mainland still iu vij;;uq (or the 
present. Il was easier to pull down than to 
build up. The Island system bad been 
found to work well there. Ho admitted that 

11 wus expensive, bnt surely no ono would 
grudge the poor little Island the educalion tf 
Its poor liUlo children. A largo amount ol 
revei.ue was colleoUd thoro, and it was rot 
uFking loo much that soma porii*n ol it be 
expended there; 'Ibo system bus pleased 
and still does please tbe people. It does n 
great deal of good, and woald not turn om 
worra poliiicians than some wbose edncation 
had bioii paid for. He did UOt thick that 
education made n w(ir.-e mechanic, and did 
not believe that because a mun was a little 
learned that he would be ashamed to become 
a mecbanio. It was as mncb au honor to 
tbe meobanio as to tLe poliiioiao, whether 
the latter was paid to do the duty or not. 
The (Jovernment had lull control through 
the Board ol Education on the Island, and 
liiscretiouary power could bu i.xercsed it. 
districts where ihero were lew children, but 
so lar us tl e populous places were coiieeruid 
Ihe schools ahould remain open and Iree. 
No school system would be inlrodoced this 
session, wl ich he honed was nearly over, and 
he trusted that the G jveriinient would lake 
the suliject into eoiisideralion bolweeu itiis 
and the next session, if tliey ever hud 
another, and he prepared with some suilabie 
measure for tbe entire Colony. 

Hon OeCosinos had befuio remarked that 
he believed it.o people in his (eciiou to be 
alino-'t 10 a unit in l^vor of porpvtuating the 
rommuD school system, which had been !)ro- 
vided to suit their wants. Tbo Hoard o\ 
Education there was composed of highly 
respeoiabte men, nbose managemeot bad 
been strictly correc*. Their names, which 
included three graduates of Scotch Univer- 
sities, ought to bi! a Piiflicienl guurautpt' 
ol Ibeir capabilities and lulcgrilyt Ho hoped 
that Ihe boo member who did nol know how 
to vole, because he preferred the Cunailiai) 
system, would support this motion. The ob- 
ject in view was to provide a system adapt- 
ed to Ihe wants of the Colony, and none 
other wou'd be adapled. His ov.-n ojjinion 
wuB eutiiely in luvor cf a freo fcIujdI ,-ytleii!, 
with no »uppnrl whnlover fiom llie peopli'. 
Il did not make it like the Prussian system 
compulsory on the parents to send their 
uhildrnn to school, aud they might il they 
pleustdseod tbem 10 deoominaiioiuil schools, 
wbtro tbey could be trained in religious 
iipiniuos al their own fX|'eui>e ibstead ol ul 
the expense of tho Statu. A hall way sys- 
tem would not work, tbey could n.H gel nulli 
cleat money to support tbe teachers. Take 
Nunaimo, lor instance, where the cnmmuni;y 
was divided into J'Ipisci.'piiliaus, Presbylti- 
riniifl, MelhodiHlH, ite., t lu y wculd require 
thiee or four diUt/reril fuhrols and tcieburs 
all breeding discord inslead i;l hurmony. The 
denominalionul was not only an e.\peiisivu 
but a duogeroua system. The- Protestant was 
taught to bate the Mslbodist, the Methodist 
to bate tbe Catholic, ant! each rcligiou.>< 
persuasion to despido the other, and bo 
tho elements of sirile were sown and grew 
up wiili thu riiing generation. The ines- 
uge from tba Government contained 
a great deal of matter |tbat ought never 
to have bccc published, and ho regretted 
that it would only lower tho Goveri 
nor in tbo opinion of the people. Take 
(or instaiicu siiuli obscrvationg as "no man 
who respects hiinsoll would du.sirf to sue his 
childreo educated at a free fichool." "That the 
promising mechanic may bu marred and the 
country overburdaaod with hall'-oducated 
politicians and needy hangcra-ou of Govern- 
ineni." Such language was disgraceful. His 
conception of a mechanic was ono who 
gained his living by lioncat; labor and induai 
lry,aDdofa poliliciaa one who waa skilled 
in tbe saienca of politics. The Governor 
was bimseir a profedsioaal politician. The 
Colonial Hecretary or.d members of tho R 
eoutivo Council were professional politicir.na, 
beoause ihcy oub'-istod by it, und il followed 
down to a policeman tbe principle was the 
same; Ibey wero all paid fur maintaining 
order and good government Could they 
Qod a mm in the entire Colony who sub- 
sisted on politioS) exoapt a salaried officer ? 
Ha bad bioiself taken a ooosiderablo share 
io tbepolitioa of the country, but bad yet to 
receive tbe first dollar for it ; oa tbe contrary, 
be bad lo pat hia bands into bii own pocket

Hon Barnard said tbey were nskcd lo en- 
dorse the coniiiiuaneu of u ayaioin in vogue 
in Vancouver Inland which he regarded as 
pernicious.

trustees by tbe people, and thu people as- 
sessed, to pay. ttia balance. Tbis would 
aivu every man an' interest In the'educa- 
t'on of his cliiM. The true principle waa lo 
ai-'sist ;.i,(l net lliruw lliu eotito burden on 
the Stale ; u;) one, however, wanted to see a 
secturiaii system intrnduccd, and that should 
b) eurelully guarded against. Denomina< 
tional achuolH should support tbemiefves. 

hlnn Soiiibgaic said that pending the in- 
trodnciion of a general system he atiould cor- 
laii ly eiidorse ihe rnulioii Ihat the lilurid syg-

DtiBHK, March 8.— A heavy storm pre- 
vailed in tbia vicioiiy night belore last. The 
insurgenia wbo took refuge in the mouotains 
were reported to be suffering severely from 
cold and exposure. Donahue, tbe leader in 
the fight at Tailagbt, is dead. Tbres of hia 
companions are also dead. Troops are being 
rapidly dispatched to Ireland from all avail- 
able points. 

Lo.vDON, March 8. — Despalchca from 
Dublin, Cork, nrd other parts of Ireland re- 
ceived during the day, give iho follow- 
ing i-itulligeoco ; A body of Peni.ina, 1500 
strong, are reporlod llireatoning Tippurary. 
Tho Iroops had u baltle with the insurgents 
near Kilmulkck, Limerick Couniy, nnd du- 
luaicd them, killing and wounding several, 
nnd taking several prisoneis. A force of 
rebels, 300 aliong, waa also broken by the 
soldiers at Oloomel ; several were killed and 
18 prlsooera and a qnanttty of arms were 
captnrod. Armed bands of men aro moving 
tbrnugb Limerick, Clare and Tipperary 
oounties, and have frequent confiicls with the 
police. _
